WeVe seen a slew of “combo” packs offering recent movies in both 
Blu-ray and DVD. The catch, of course, is that all the cool extras usu- 
ally are found only on the Blu-ray discs, and if you don’t have the right 
player, well, tough. 

So huge and devoted is the “Harry Potter” following, however, that 
the thought of missing all these add-on 
goodies will undoubtedly prompt many 
of you to make a semi-major purchase, 
either of a Blu-ray player or of a game 
console capable of playing Blu-ray discs. 

It will be worth it. 

I’m not a big fan of the Potter fran- 
chise. But I hugely enjoyed watching 
this Blu-ray release of “Harry Potter and the Deathly HaUows: Part 
i” thanks to the “maximum movie mode,” which expands the viewing 
experience into something quite wonderful. 

With the mode turned on, the movie is periodically interrupted— 
like about every four or five minutes— by pop-up digressions. Our 
host is actor Jason Isaacs, who plays the sinister Lucius Malfoy Isaacs 
and his fellow actors, producers and designers provide a whole uni- 
verse of background material. 

For example, when a character makes an appearance here— like 
Imelda Staunton’s Dolores Umbridge— Isaacs gives us a quick sketch 
of who she is and why she’s important, with clips from the various 
movies. FX guys discuss their craft, and Tom Felton, who plays Draco 
Malfoy, often appears in the corner of the screen to read pages from 
J.K. Rowling’s novel that correspond with the scene currently playing. 

All these extras don’t feel hurried and cheap, as is too often the 
case. Fully aware of the devotion of Potter fans, the producers have 
gone overboard to create new and interesting content that engages 
both newbies and old hands.

Smoky Sunday

Of last year’s mini boom of barbecue 
joints, Chicago Q stood out thanks to 
its elegant look and a pitmaster with 
serious competition cred. I’d already 
been wooed by its baby back ribs 
and perfectly poured sazeracs during 
dinner— would a daytime visit be just 
as pleasing? When I heard the Gold 
Coast restaurant was adding rotating 
brunch specials to the weekend lunch 
menu, I stopped in to find out. 

Server says: Two new brunch 
specials, a smoked chicken Benedict 
or Kobe beef brisket hash, are now 
available. 

I say: Dude, you totally undersold it. 
That Benedict ($9.25) is no ordinary 
breakfast dish, with its tender shreds 
of chicken piled on buttery circles of 
cornbread and drizzled with lemony 
hollandaise. Fried potatoes topped 
with “pig powder” dry rub make for 
a hearty sidekick. It’s one of the best 
Benedicts I’ve had in a while. 

More meat: On the dinner menu. 


chef and partner (and pitmaster) Lee 
Ann Whippen’s Kobe beef brisket is 
a dream. Diced up into small pieces 
in an egg-topped hash ($7.75), it loses 
some of its luster, but still provides a 
kick of smokiness. I had higher hopes 
for the side of cheddar-chive biscuits, 
which didn’t really deliver on the flaky 
or fluffy front. 

Love it: Lovely little garnishes of ju- 
lienned green apple or supreme-cut or- 
ange segments prove barbecue doesn’t 
have to be all rough and tumble. 

Sweet stuff: Mascarpone-stuffed 
French toast with walnut butter ($8.75) 
will also work itself into the rotation of 
specials. 

Day drinking: The ginger fizz 
($10) matches Bulleit bourbon with 
homemade honey-ginger syrup and 
club soda. If you ask us, it’s a missed 
opportunity to garnish the bloody 
mary ($8-$ii, depending on your vodka 
choice) with a standard olive and lime 
instead of a skewer showing off those 
house-smoked meats. 



Is it lunchtime yet? Besides an as- 
sortment of barbecue combo platters, 
there’s the Q Burger ($13.75) piled high 
with pork belly bacon, smoked Gouda, 
coleslaw and either pulled pork or 
chicken. 

Bottom line: Because it seems like 
every other new brunch spot is charg- 
ing $13 for an omelet, I could hardly 


believe the minuscule total on our bill. 
For the generous portions and atten- 
tion to detail, it’s really quite the steal. 
Word to the wise: If you have your 
heart set on a specific dish (like that 
chicken Benedict), call ahead to see 
what’s on offer for the weekend.

If Sidney Prescott 
(Neve Campbell) really 
knew horror movies, 
she’d know that the 

moment she thinks 

she’s ready to move 

on from the murders in her past is exactly 
when the killings will resume. Like clock- 
work, the end of Sidney’s book tour in her 
hometown coincides with the anniversary 
of the city’s tragic history and yet another 
onslaught of stabbings often foreshadowed 
via telephone landlines. As if anyone uses 
those anymore. 

The buzz: Somehow it’s been 15 years 
since the original “Scream,” whose self- 
referential cleverness (courtesy of “Daw- 
son’s Creek” creator Kevin Williamson) 
led to a decent sequel and a moronic 
conclusion to the trilogy Now director Wes 
Craven and Williamson, who didn’t write 
the third film, want another stab at things, 
which means another on-screen pairing of 


now-separated spouses Courteney Cox and 
David Arquette and a cast of hotties (in- 
cluding Emma Roberts, Hayden Panettiere 
and Aimee Teegarden) that was roughly in 
kindergarten when the original came out. 

The verdict: For a while, there’s spunk in 
the way “Scream 4” winks at its role as yet 
another horror franchise rejuvenation. It 
can be fun to predict the killer in a movie 
in which you can actually distinguish one 
character from the next, ^t just because a 
film is commenting on the motions doesn’t 
mean it’s not also going through them in a 
way that’s simply not fresh anymore. (PS. 
The instant, superficial nature of Internet 
fame isn’t news either.) “Scream 4” feels like 
it’s trying to keep air in a balloon whose 
hole can’t be repaired. Less than an exercise 
in tension or surprise, the movie’s a sporadi- 
cally funny conversation about the genre. 
The highest compliment it earns is, “It’s 
better than ‘Scream 3,’ and way better than 
another ‘Saw’ ” matt pais is redeye’s movie critic.
